The Wheat Crop 


Toronto— It is unfortunate that 
Canada’s biggest item in her trade 
——_ 
year, wheat, gets most prominent 


ly on to the front page in times of 
turmoil, When things are normal 
there is little said about wheat, 
Yet its story is of importance at 
all times 

Follow a few facts concerning 
the giant rural organizations which 
have grown up since the fall of 19 
23, but whose genesis reaches back 
to the pioneer farm organizers un 
der the leadership of Hon. W. 
Motherwell and the late Peter Day: 
man at Indian Head. Saskatchewan 
almost thirty years ago. It is 
thought that such related details 
as are here given may help to hold 
sections of this wheat picture in 
fair focus. 

During the 1928-29 crop year, 
6.000 new members decided to sell 
through the pool in Saskatchewan 
The figures for the flanking prov 
inces are not yet known. 

During the 192J—29 
including a carry over at August 
81 of 48.358.585 bushels, the Can- 
adian Pool handled 253,102,585 bu- 
shels of wheat. Their month—by— 
month sales record reads roughly 
as follows (000,000) omitted: Sept. 
29. October 24, November,22; Dec 
ember, January 2929, 18; Feb- 
ruary 15; March, 15; April, 13; 
May, 41—2; June, 20; July. 13; 
August, 3 3—4. In this connection 
the pool comments as _ follows: 
“these figures should go far to dis- 
pel the erroneous impression so 
much circulated that our policy 
was to hold up supplies. We were 
faced this year with the problem of 
selling into consumptive channels 
1,000,000 bushels of wheat each 
market day. This competition how 
ever of Argintine wheat was such 
as to almost completely drive us 
from the export market in the late) 
part of the season. The fact that 
we avoided a carryover in the pre 
ceding year enabled us to meet the 
situation without difficulty. 

Of the foregoing 253,000,000 bu 
shels of wheat, 108,140,608 bushels 
were exported to some 19 countr 
ies noteably:—

Board Of

A meeting of the Board of Health 


of the Town 6f Strathmore was 
held on the 15th day of August | 
1930, Present Mayor Shrimpton, 


in the chair, Mr J. A. French ana 
Dr Giffen, M. H. O. 

The Minutes of last 
were read and contirmed, 

The Secretary reported that he 
had received a copy of the regula 
tion dealing with dairies, which he 
had handed to Dr Giffen, 

The metilg was called on short 
notice to consider the situation ar 
ising by reason of an outbreak of 
poliomyelitis, infantile paralysis in 
Calgary and an epidemic of whoop 
ing cough in Strathmore, 

Dr Giffen reported that so far 8 
cases of whooping cough had been 
reported to him and were under 
his care, and that he was of opin- 
ion further cases were likely, It 
was advised that if children be- 
come ill parents should get in 
touch with Dr Giffen at once and 
this applies both to whooping 
cough and infantile paralysis. The 
meeting was of the opinion that 
should any case of the latter occ 
ur that the patient should be sent 
to Calgary for treatment and kept 
there under surveillance until the 
disease develops. 

In view of the whole situation 
the Secretary was instructed to 
have cards printed and circulated 
throughout the town requesting 
parents to keep their children at 
home and not have them mix with 
other families, 

According to Dr. Giffen it looks 
as if it would be inadvisable to 
open school on the 2nd. of Sept- 
ember. Next meeting of the board 
will be held on Tuesday, 26th, Aug. 
to consider the matter of opening 
the school,

that in the above overseas busin-

In the situation today much pub 
licity is being accorded to the 
financial problems as between the 
Pool and the Government and the 
banks. The problem gets its im 
portance from the strategic posi 
tion held by Wheat in the. balance 
sheet, not alone of the Dominion, 
but of its industries and the homes 
of the people everywhere.

It will be observed that the tin- 
ancial commitments as between 
the Pool and the lending banks re- 
present the equivalent of a $10,- 
700. Pool cheque, in lieu of those 
accomodations, every weekday 
morning throughout the year. It 
should be set down here that the 
banks have always had a credit re 
lationship with wheat. All that has 
happened in this respect is that 
there is a single borrower insteaa 
of 140,000. This condition is refer- 
red to in the latest available an- 
nual report of the Canadian Poo! 
significantly, if pithly: “The usual 
good relations with our bankers, to 
which we have become accustomed 
have ben fully maintained.” 

Recently an accelerated move 
ment of wheat into the Winnipeg 
terminals has been noted. Last 
year, in the same period. 750 cars 
of wheat were “inspected,” as 
against a movement of 2,200 cars 
this year. This may or mnay not in- 
dicate a true crosssection of farm 
opinion as to future price trends. 
In the meantime it will be gener- 
ally desired that the Pool and the, 
banks arrive at suitable operative 
arrangements, 

Finally, it can be said that the 
average grower in the Canadian 
West—in and out of the Pool—de- 
precates politi¢al infiltration into 
his economic affairs. It is widely ; 
recognized, too, that, while the prd- 
blem of the organized farmers is 
to decide on an “initial” payment, 
enabling the Orderly marketing of 
the wheat, If the grain was to roll 
onto glutted markets from an ad 
ditional 140.000 unitized unorgan- 
ized growers, as in pre-Pool days, 
the question would still be an op 
en one as to whether the tigure 
for No. 1 Northern should be 60 or 
70 cents; but as to it being a ‘fin 
al’ rather than an ‘initial’ payment 
there would be not the least doubt

The 
baby clinics, which are attended by 
approximately seventy children 
every day, will be closed down com 
pletely until further notice. ‘The 
ban on the other places mentioned 
ebove will continue for two weeks 
at least.

Art Wrakelyn, the Provincial 
Becretary of the Canadian Legion, 
BES L, in Alberta, has asked 
this office to be kind enough to 
publish the temns of the Alberia | 
Provincial Act passed this year un | 
der which epplications might be 
mede for assistance to the children 
of ex-soldiers who require aid in 
obtaining further training in lile 
as follows:— 

1 The educational facilities 
which the Board may authorize 
shall be: 

(a) Academic courses up to ob- 
taining the standing required for 
entrance into the University of 
Alberta, or for a second class tea- 
her’s diploma. 

(b) ‘Technical, agricultural and 
commercial courses in those Insti- 
tutes which are covered by the In- 
spectorate of the Departments of 
Education and Agriculture. 

(c) Nursing, Domestic Science 
and kindred subjects covered by 
the Inspectorate of the Department 
of Health. 

2 The Board is only empowered 
to grant assistance to children who 
have attained Grade Fight stand 
ing or higher.

City” are discussed by the Wabash, 
Ind.. Plain Dealer. 

“The industrial revolution caus- 
ed by the steam engine produced 
the big city, and has operated ever 
since to make the big city grow 
bigger and bigger without a letup 

“Now the new industrial revolu- 
tion is in the offing, with gas and 
electricity as its mainstays; and it 
fs going to undo the work of the 
firet revolution and disperse the 
big city all over the landscape 
again. 

“This , at apy rate, is the theory 
suggested by Dr Gus Dyer. profes- 
sor of political economy at Vanter 
ft university, as outlined by him 
im a speech before the Executives 
Club of Chicago recently. 

“The last twenty years, says Dr 
Dyer, have seen a miracle wrought 
in America by the new application 
of gas and electricity to idustry. 
says. “It has brought all America 
out on the great highways of life. 
It is taking everything worth see- 
ing and hearing from the cities 
and carrying to remote sections. It 
is destroying the reasons why peo 
ple should go to the cities to live. 

“Industries are going back to 
the country and the small town. 
‘The cities have the greatest fight 
they ever had if they are to hold 
their places under the new order, 
The small places have advantages 
for industry that the city can hard- 
ly meet. The cities have got to 
make a readjustment recognize & 
new force. 

“ag a prophet. Dr Dyer may be 
less than infallible. His prophecy 
is interesting, just the same. We 
have been calmly asuming that the 
present drift of population toward 
the cities is going to continue in- 
definitely; what an upset is in pros 
pect if this flow is presently to be 
reversed. 

“His thesia does not sound un- 
reasonable either. A visit to any 
one of the half dozen largest cities 
in this land is about enough to con 
vince any unprejudiced observer 
that a great city, in many ways, is 
not a very good place to live. Year 
by year the congestion grows more 
unbearable, the noise and the dirt 
grow more oppressive. the time 
lengthens and lengthens. New 
York is already giving indications 
that it is Just a trifle too large for 
any earthly use. Chicago is begin- 
ning to display the same symp 
toms. And some other cities are 
not far behind. 

“after all, why not? We have 
gone just a little bit too far in our 
deification of the big city. The 
genuine advantages that come from 
living in the smaller place tend to 
get overlooked.
